Methuen attacked the Boers, between two and three 
thousand strong, and, after a running fight of five hours, 
completely routed the enemy. g

It is plain some officers must have blundered 
to bring about these deplorable reverses. Com- 
menting on the officers he has met in the War, 
Mr. Julian Ralph, in one of his valuable letters 
to the Daily Mail, pays homage to their un- 
doubted bravery, but criticises them sharply. 
He says— 

“Not even a born soldier, and a great one, 
like Lord Roberts, can move six or seven columns 
and capture two foreign countries without mis- 
takes, if the only instinctive, keen, and practised 
generals under him are a French, a MacDonald, 
a Kelly-Kenny, and a Pole-Carew. 

“The result was that in four weeks, while we

HE QUEEN received the news of the capture of 
Pretoria with much gratification, and the event was 
celebrated at Balmoral in real Highland fashion. 
On the westmost peak of Craiggowan, just over- 
looking the Castle, and where the Royal Standard 

had fluttered during the day, a huge bonfire had been built, 
the pile standing over 20 ft. in height. Some 500 folk 
marched with lighted torches up the bridle-path to the top 
of Craiggowan -to merry chants played by the Queen’s 
pipers, James and William Campbell. The summit of the 
hill having been reached, the crowd arranged themselves 
round the bonfire, which was kindled by the Duke of York 
soon after ten o'clock. 


The Glare of the Flames, which shot high into 
the air, casting their reflection on Lochnagar, was seen for 
many miles around, and at different points on the country- 
side groups of people assembled to watch the blazing beacon. 
When the fire had almost spent itself, the people congre- 
gated on a plateau on the brow of the hill, and there Mr. 
James Forbes, Her Majesty’s Commissioner, proposed the 
health of Lord Roberts and of the British Army. The 
toast was pledged with Highland honours, and cheers were 
raised once and again for General and troops. The party 
then marched to the Castle. 


Her Majesty, accompanied by the Duchess of York, 
Princess Christian, and Princess Victoria of Schleswig- 
Holstein, who had watched the bonfire from the drawing- 
room windows, appeared at the grand entrance, in front of 
which the Balmoral Highlanders, still bearing their torches, 
danced a Highland reel. The health of Her Majesty was 
afterwards enthusiastically toasted, and the Royal party 
haying re-entered the Castle, the interesting’and memorable 
proceedings ended. 


Princess Henry of Battenberg laid, at Devon- 
port last Saturday, the foundation-stone of a nurses’ home, 
which is to be erected as an addition to the Royal Albert 
Hospital in that town at a cost of £6000. 


The Princess of Wales has signified her intention 
of accompanying the Prince of Wales to the Royal Naval 
School, Eltham, where His Royal Highness will distribute 
the prizes this afternoon. 


‘The Duke of, York was, at a Special General Court 
held at the Trinity House, Tower Hill, on Monday, unani- 
mously re-elected Master, and Captain G. R. Vyvyan, 
Deputy-Master, of the Corporation for the ensuing year. 


The Prince of Wales has been entertaining a select 
party at Ascot Heath House during the week. 


Kumassi Relief Force.—Lieut.-Colonel James 
Willeocks, C.M.G., who is commanding the Kumassi 
relief force, has with him 
about 3000 fighting-men, all 
armed with the most recent 
patterns of arms. He saw 
service in the Prince of 
Wales's Leinster Regiment 
(the Royal Canadians), join- 
ing. in January 1878, and 
being placed on half-pay in 
July 1899. His war record 
has been long and dis- 
tinguished, commencing with 
the Afghan War of 1879-80, 
and continuing with the 
Mahsood Wuzeree Expedi- 
tion of 1881; the Soudan 
Campaign of 1885; the Bur- 
mese Expedition* of 1886-87 
(as transport officer and in 
charge of field commissariat, 
and also as acting road 
commandant); the Chin- 
Lushai Expedition of 1889-90 
(as intelligence officer to the 
LIEUT.-COLONEL a Del ; ; ab 

a. ae a 8 anipur Expedition of 1891; 

James Witucocks, C.M.G. the deng on fie Nur. 
West Frontier of India under Sir William Lockhart ‘in 
1897 (as Assistant Adjutant-General, Tochi Field Force); 
the operations on the Niger in 1897-98; and he also com- 
manded the forces at Borgu. For his excellent work in the 
Burmese Campaign he received the D.S.O., and has often 
been mentioned in despatches. 


Death of Dr. Ryle.—In Church circles much regret 
will be caused by the death of Dr. Ryle, ex-Bishop of 
Liverpool, who passed away 
last Sunday afternoon at 
his ‘Lowestoft residence, 
where he had been residing 
for the pastfew weeks in 
the hope that its invigor- 
ating air would revive his 
shattered health. He retired 
from the Bishopric only a 
few months ago, and it 
was but the other week that 
his successor, Dr. Chavasse, 
was enthroned. Dr. Ryle, 
who was in his’ eighty- 
fourth year, was one of the 
leaders of what is known 
as the Evangelical school, 
and was quickly marked 
for ecclesiastical promotion. 
The Earl of Beaconsfield 
nominated him to the 
Deanery of Salisbury in 
1880, and soon afterwards 
made him Bishop of Liver- 
pool. His long and success- 
ful administration of that 
important see, until his health broke down, is well known. 
In addition, he was a prolific writer of tracts and pamphlets 
on religious subjects, many of which have been translated 
into all European languages and several Asiatic. He also 
compiled one or two hymnals, and obtained some measure 
of suecess in the composition of spiritual songs. His high, 
dome-like forehead and flowing beard were quite familiar 
to all who attended Episcopal functions. :

Lieutenant - Colonel Spragge. — Lieutenant- 
Colonel Basil E. Spragge, D.S.O., is the officer who is in 
command of the 13th Bat- 
talion Imperial Yeomanry, 
which, as reported by the 
Commander-in-Chief, “had 
to surrender to a very 
superior force of the enemy 
near Lindley.” Lieutenant- 
Colonel Spragge served as 
orderly officer to Brigadier- 
General J. Doran in the 
Jowaki Campaign in 1877, 
and with the 5ist Light 
Infantry as Superintendent 
of Army Signalling in the 
Afghan War of 1878-S0.

and capture of Ali Musjid, 
and was twice mentioned in 
the despatches of this cam- 
paign. He next served with 
the Burmese Expedition in 
1886-89 as Deputy-Assistant- 
Adjutant and Quarter- 
master-General, was men- 
tioned in the despatches, 
and received the brevet of

He holds the medals and clasps for the Jowaki, Afghan, 
and Burmese Campaigns. Lieutenant-Colonel Spragge 
belongs to the reserve of officers. 


Vice-Admiral Sir Edward Hobar 
K:C.R., Commander-in-Chief on the Chins to ogo 
born in 1840, ad is the second son of the late Rev. Richard 
Seymour, awai cousin of Sir Michael Culme-Seymour, the 
Comm nder-in-Chief at Portsmouth. Educated at Radley, 
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the gallant subject of my note entered the Royal Navy in | 
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1852, became a Commander in 166°, Captain in 1873, Rear- 
Admiral in 1889, and Vice-Admiral in 1895. He served in 
the Black Sea during the Crimean War, and was present at 
the bombardment of Odessa, Sebastopol, and Kerburn. 
1854-55, obtaining the medal and clasp as a recognition of 
his unflagging sense of duty. During the China War, he 
was present at the capture of Canton, 1857; at the taking 
of Pei-ho Forts, 1858 (medal and clasp); and was wounded 
on the coast of Africa in 1870. In the Egyptian War he 
was Captain of the Jris, and obtained a medal. 
From 1887 to 1889 he was Naval A.D.C. to the Queen; 
from 1892-94 he was Second in Command of the 
Channel Squadron; from 1894 to 1897 he was Super- 
intendent-of the Naval Reserves.

also holds the Humane Society’s Medal. Such is the very 
excellent careér of the man to whom we look to uphold the 
dignity of the British flag and maintain the interests of the 
Empire until things are again quiet in the East. That he 
will discharge his onerous duties as becomes a distinguished 
and trusted ornament of cur great Navy there can be no 
shadow of doubt. 


H.M.S. ‘‘ Centurion,” the British flag-ship on the 
China Station, of which Vice-Admiral Sir Edward- Hobart 
Seymour is in command, is a first-class battle-ship, 
and was launched in 1893. She has an armament 
of fourteen heavy guns, besides the usual equip- 
ment of small quick -firing guns of various -sizes. 
She has a tonnage of 10,500, and can steam nearly 
nineteen knots an hour. Our squadron in Chinese waters 
at the present moment consists of three battle-ships, three 
armoured cruisers, six destroyers, six cruisers, and sixteen 
sloops and other craft, the whole under the flag o Admiral 
Seymour. The total of the crews amounts, roughly, to 
8000 men. 


British Minister at Peking.— Her Majesty's 
Minister at Peking is now engaged in matters of a most 
delicate character. “The 
career of Sir Claude Mac- 
Donald has been a dis- 
tinguished one. Born in 
1852, in 1872 he joined the 
74th Highlanders, became 
Captain in 1881, and Major 
the year following. He 
served throughout the 
Egyptian Campaign of 1882, 
and through the Suakim 
Expedition of 1884-85 as a 
volunteer with the 42nd 
Highlanders. In 1896 he 
retired from the Army, and 
has been employed on 
special missions to the Niger 
Territory, and has held 
several Consular appoint- 
ments. He was made a 
K.C.M.G. in 1892, and a 
K.C.B. in 1898. His appoint- 
ment as Minister in Peking 
dates from 1896. Sir Claude 
was educated at Upping- 
ham, and at the Royal 
Military College, Sandhurst. 
y d He is married to a daughter 
of Major W. Cairns Armstrong, of the 15th Regiment. 


_China’s Dowager- Empress.—The root of the 
Chinese revolt lies, it is feared, at the door of the Dowager- 
Empress, who is regard- 
ing the “ Boxer” move- 
ment with no little sym- 
pathy. This “lady of 
the hour” is not of 
Imperial or even of 
noble blood. The child 
of humble parents in a 
Canton suburb, an illus- 
trious General was 
attracted by her beauty. 
and promptly purchased 
her as his own. She 
next passed to the 
Emperor Hsien Feng, 
who had already a 
legitimate wife, but 
custom enabled him to 
place a second wife 

ractically on the same 
evel with the first. 
When Hsien Feng died 
he bequeathed the 
crown to his son Tung 
Chi, but the Regency 
was divided between his 
two wives, with a secret 
power of veto to the 
legitimate spouse. This 
lady had no taste for 
the cares of State. 
Hence her rival became the chief power. She dismissed 
the Council of Regency appointed under the will of the late 
Emperor and made her brother-in-law, Prince Kung, Prime 
Minister. None the less, she held the reins in her own grasp. 
In time the Emperor Tung Chi reached his majority.. Then 
one day the legitimate widow died, and shortly afterwards 
the Emperor also passed away. Scarcely had the young 
monarch succumbed than the Dowager declared that the 
child of one of her sisters had been adopted by her late 
husband, and she proclaimed him Emperor. This was the 
present Emperor, Kwang-Su, then four years old. From 
1875 to 1889 the Dowager-Empress ruled with a fair share of 
wisdom. Then Kwang-Su was declared of age and publicly 
endowed with powers of government. Subsequent events 
have, however, proved that, under the influence of his ‘‘ dear 
aunt,” he has been virtually a nonentity. 


Our Sketch Map shows the positions involved in 
the present outbreak, and includes the Gulf of Pe-Chili, 
together with Port Arthur (Russian territory), Kiao-Chau 
(German), and Wei-hai-Wei (British).

‘| on a flat, muddy site on the Grand Canal, of which it is the 


terminus. It is seventy miles by water fromthe Taku 
Forts, and eighty from Peking, of which it is the key. 
Our Illustration of the city shows the ruins of the 
French Cathedral, which was admirably situated at the 
junction of the canal and the Pei-ho River. Here, in 
January 1870, occurred the massacre of the French Consul, 
nuns, etc., for which ample reparation had afterwards to be 
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made. Tientsin is a walled-in town of vast proportions, 
with. a northern suburb much larger than the town itself, 
in which are to be found all the principal warehouses and 
shops. The streets.are badly paved and dirty to an almost 
indescribable degree, and the houses are erected without the 
least regard to plan or design. The Boxers, who figure so 
prominently in the recent difficulty, are said by Mr. G. W. 
Clarke, agent of the China Inland Mission in Tientsin, in

thecourse of an interview in the Chronic! :, to be “a religious- 
political sect, or, rather, a gang of Hooligans disguising 
their looting raids under a mask of region and politiés. 
The organisation had its origin Some two yeurs. ago in 
Shan-Turg, and, fostered by Chinese officialdom, it has 
gradually increased in power. ‘The Mandarins, unable or 
unwilling to arrest them, have given them money in many 
cases to go to the next city, and have. thus encouraged 
them in their depredations. For months this horde has

been drilling on large camps near Tientsin. Their banner 
has upon it four characters: ‘Protect China. Annihilate 
foreigners.’ It was very evident that the Empress- 
Dowager and the high officials sympathised with the 
Boxers, for those who had tried to check the movement 
had been degraded for their trouble.” With regard to the 
position of Russia, Mr. Clark was convinced that she would 
foment any trouble to formulate an excuse for sending 
troops to Peking. 


The Taku Forts.—It is said that our “handy men ” 
are at once to do duty by going from the Taku Forts 


(shown in our sketch) to Tientsin, and thence towards the | 


Tartar city. This is by no means the first visit of the 
British Navy to the vicinity. The Taku Forts, gigantic 
earthworks at the entrance of the Pei-ho River, are famous 
for the first combination between English and American 
sailors—the more striking because it was unofficial. We 
have since seen them fighting side by side at Samoa, and 
history may repeat itself on the Pei-ho River. It was in 
June 1859 that the British and French envoys, whom the 
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Chinese by the Treaty of Tientsin had agreed to receive, | 


arrived off the mouth of the Pei-ho, escorted by a British fleet. 
They found that the Taku Forts had been strengthened 
with heavy ordnance (and, as was believed, with European 
artillerymen), but massive iron posts had been driven into 
the river-bed, and rafts and booms so moored as to block 
the way to Peking. 
a dozen shallow-d ught wooden gun-boats could get near 
enough to attack the forts. While they were striving to 
remove the obstacles they suffered heavily from the unex- 
pectedly accurate fire of the Chinese forts. On this occa- 
sion Commodore Tatnall, a time-tried officer of the United 
States Navy, who had fought against us in 1812, gave 
utterance to his memorable’ phrase, ‘‘ Blood is» thicker 
than water,” and then instantly rowed inside the bar 
to the English Admiral. When the British gun-boat 
flotilla had been smashed by the Chinese forts, an attempt 
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was made t9 land sailors to storm them, but the men had 
to struggle through 500 yards of mud. in which they sank 
up to their waists, and too few of them reached the fort to 
scale it. Sixty-eight were killed and 300 wounded in this 
attempt, besides the casualties on the gun-boats. ` In the 
next year, in August 1860, the allies retrieved their defeats. 
A force of 11,000 British and 6000 French landed to the 
north, and, marching down, seized the walled-in town of 
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Tong-ku, situated three miles above the forts. Then bya 
most desperate assault they took the forts, The guns 
found there numbered no less than 600 of all kinds. 


The Bishop of Truro.—Owing to continued ill- 
health and his advancing years (he is now seventy), 
Dr. Gott has intimated that he will shortly resign the 
bishopric of Truro. His lordship was previous to con- 
secration Vicar of Leeds, the famous parish inseparably 
connected with the name of Dean Hook, which has given 
no less than four prelates to the episcopal bench. Dr. Gott 
is a member of an ancient Yorkshire family, and is said to 
be one of the small band of High Church Bishops who 
decline to promulgate the Primate’s “ opinion ” against 
reservation. - 

Dr. Jameson and Kimberley.—Between 2000 and 
3000 signatures have been obtained to therequisition asking 
Dr. Jameson to stand for the Cape Parliament as a candi- 
date for Kimberley, Dr.-Jameson, in accepting the offer, 
says he feels that, undef the new situation created by the 
action of the Republics, it will no longer be within the power 
of the Bond to éxploit his candidature as in any way harm- 
ful to the interests of the Empire. 


The Rush to the Rand.—Notwithstanding the 
official warning, thousands of Uitlanders are imploring 
permission to return to the Transvaal. Tor a considerable 
time to come only a limited number will for military 
reasons be allowed to go back, Johannesburgers in 
England should not gó out at present. The result of 
Sir Alfred Milner's’ protest in regard to the influential 
visitors is already apparent. 


Sir Henry Irving never looked better than when I 
saw him dropping in‘ at the Lyceum stage-door te attend 
a rehearsal one day this week. Some public man declared 
the other day that Sir Henry, with his stately aspect and 
courtly manners, ought to have been an Ambassador.
